. thers. Fo2 he was a Thiele of longer continu⸗ 
ance, though not of that note that Rarſey was. J was 
giuen fo vnderſtands of a cunning plotte, pꝛadiſed by 
hun in his life, and no doubt put in vſe at this time by 
ſome pet liuing of his confedꝛacie: which foꝛ Preuenti- 
on-ſ{ake is not thought vnwozthy the rememberance, 
and it is termed the Conceipt of Bleu - coates, which he 
perfourmed in this faſhion. Still at the feaſt of Saint 
George, at an inſtalment at Windſor, at any extras 
o2dinarie Banquets, oꝛ Reuels at the mariages ofho- 
nourable oz woztſhipfull Perſonages, oz at any other 
ſolemne meetings, where noble men o2 gentlemen had 
cauſe to vſe their retainers fozth of the counfrey. He 
had his choiſe of Blewe-coares lying alwates by him, 
trimmed vppe with ſeuerall conloured facinges and 
would either buy 92 hier the badge oz cogniſance of a- 
ny man that ſhould fit his purpoſe fo the time being:

Theiefoꝛe the ſloꝛme being 
paſt, and ouer, he tolde Maiſter Sheriffe he onelp trifled of 
time, that he might ſee them all well waſht beioze he dide. 
Then ok himſelle hee vpthe Ladder againe, and ſhewed 
an end of courage euen to the reſolution okhis death, con- 
fellion hee made none, ſaue onely this, wheress it was ob- 
iened vnto him, that hee hav robd a Dutehman neere Ti⸗ 
bozne,and had taken thꝛeeſtoꝛe poundes from him. J am 
Guiltles (quoth he) and was not af the deede doing, but 

conteſſe J had mp beſt part. and ſhare of the money. M92 | 
tould not be got from him. But as he liu d ſoe he dide cate⸗ 


leſſe, and reſolu d, vet verte patſent loꝛ his ſinnes, w ich the B 
dene by were verie 3 beholde. 5 
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
